Marshall

rope, said today that the U. S. 
faces a "etermined, ruthless and 
persistent" opponent In Russia, and ] 
urged full approval of the admin- 
istration's 
$1,450,000,000 
foreign 


arms program. 


"These forces must be met with 
equal determination and perserver- 
ence, he told the Senate Foreign 
Relations and Armed Services com- 
mittee. 
"We cannot relax With 


early successes." 


Harriman said that he has been 
"gravely concerned over the threat 
to freedom and peace" that Is posed 
by Russia, and added: 
"I am today 
convinced 
that 
through the actions we have taken 
and are proposing to take, the 
maintenance of peace and freedom 
is within our reach." 
Harriman, who once was ambas- 
sador to Moscow, said It is his 
conviction that U. S. security "can 
be Immeasurably Increased" by 
arming the military forces of West- 
ern Europe. 
"In looking at the world today, 
I feel that we need strong and 
vlgorbus partners of like mind and 
Intention,'' Harriman said. 
"The 
North Atlantic Treaty gives us this 
association. They are vigorous peo- 
ple, but they help In rebuilding 
their strength." 
Harriman said there must be no 
delay in sending American arms 
and military equipment 
to

North Atlantac Pact nations. He 
edded:

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Compromise Farm 
Program Granted 
Solon's Approval 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
11.—(IP)— 


A compromise farm program for 
next year won unanimous approval 
today of a bl-partlsan Senate- Ag- 
riculture sub-committee. 
The group struck out all remain- 
ing provisions for "production pay- 
ments" proposed by Secretary of 
Agriculture Brannan as port of his 
overall new farm program. 
Brannan suggested this elimin- 
ation last week-end 
after 
the 
House previously had killed off a 
proposed trial run limited to a few 
farm products. 
Senator Anderson (D-NM), chair- 
man of the Seven-man subcommit- 
tee, said the compromise bill will 
be considered Saturday by the full 
13-member agriculture committee. 


Approval by that group appears 
likely because the subcommittee is 
a majority of the full group. That 
would send the measure on to the 
Senate.

Steel Dispute Is 
Target Of Attack 


,NEW 
YORK, Aug. 11—(/P)—Inland 
Steel Company President, Clarence 
B. Randall, said today that Presi- 
dent Truman's creation of the steel 
fact-finding board was an "Indus- 
trial revolution" which would lead 
to permanent government: wage fix- 
ing.The attack on the president's ac- 
tion was the first made by an In- 
dustry spokesman as the compa- 
nies began presentation of 
their 
case before the board. Randall Is 
from Chicago. 
Last week the CIO Steelworkers 
Union argued before the board for 
a 30-cents-an-hour package includ- 
ing wage, pension and insurance 
benefits. 
Randall, who spoke for his own 
company but also was the keynoter 
for 
the entire Industry, not only 
rejected all the union's demands, 
but also denounced the board It- 
self. 
"When the president announced 
the formation of this board he was 
In fact announcing an industrial 
revolution in America," Randall as- 
serted. 
, 
"By doing so, he has 
declared 
himself as favoring a now social 
order, and one so different 
from 
that under which our maerniflclent 
production record has been achiev- 
ed that unless the process Is stop- 
ped, and stopped at once, there will 
be no possibility of turning back. 
"Through this means, whether he 
knew It or not, he has proclaimed 
that wages shall be fixed by the 
government. This step is always 
the first one taken by those who 
set out to establish a Socialist or 
corporative state. 
"The fixing 
of profits 
comes 
next, and then when Incentive 
Is 
killed and production falls, the fi- 
nal step of nationalization follows. 
Europe came close to starvation 
because of this tragic sequence and 
was saved only by the 
dynamic 
quality of a free America. 
Yet 
here Is the same patern." 
The three-man board will make 
findings of fact and recommenda- 
tions In Its report to the president, 
which is due Aug. 30, but these are 
not binding.

Herbert Hoover Attacks 
U. S. Spending Policies 
In Speech On Birthday 


PALO ALTO, Calif., Apg. 11.—(IP) 


—The nation had a warning of its 
only living former president that 
its spending policies, if uncheck- 
ed, will rob' prosperity of its in- 
heritance. 
Former President Herbert Hoo- 


ver, 
in an address, asserted last 
night that the United States "is 
blissfully driving down the back 
road to collectivism at top speed." 
"We have not had a great sociali- 
zation of property," he said, "but 
we are on the last mile to collec- 
tivism through governmental col- 
lection and spending of the savings 
of the people." 
The country's president from 1929 
to 1933 spoke before an estimated 
10,000 persons in 
the 
beautiful 
grass-carpeted Laurence Frost Me- 
morial bowl on the Stanford Uni- 
versity campus, virtually in the 
shadow of the Hoover Institute 
and Library on War, Revolution 
and Peace, founded In 1915. 
The occasion was his 75th birth- 
day celebration, sponsored by the 
university in tribute to Us most 
famous son, a graduate of Its first 
class in 1895. 
In his talk, broadcast by the four 
major networks, he said: 


"My word to you, my fellow cltl- 
zeni, on this seventy-fifth birth- 
«Ujr to tUw TiM founding fatbw* 


dedicated the structure of our gov 
ernment 'to secure the blessings 
of liberty to ourselves and our pos 
terlty.' 
We of this generation In 
herited this precious blessing. Ye 
as spendthrifts we are on our way 
to rob posterity of its inheritance 
"The American people have solv 
ed many great crises in Nations 
life.

Scientist Fears New Diseases In 
Breeding Germs For B-Bombs

NEW YORK—The big gun in 


}iologlcal war is some new ways 
of cross-breeding disease germs. 


How is told by one of the world's 


;op authorities, Dr. Theodor Rose- 
bury, of Columbia University, in 
a new book, "Peace of Pestilence" 
(Whlttlesey House). 


"If Biological war came," no 
says, 
"It might see diseases 
spread that even i>acterologists 
and public-health workers Had 
never heard of. 


"These might be newly discov- 
ered viruses or rlckettslao (the 
typhus diseases) of which, it is 
generally agreed, many remain to 
be found. 
"Or they might be old germs in 
disguise, 
modified 
by 
changing 


their diet, by growing them in 
unfamiliar mediums, or by trans- 
ferring them through a series of 
unusual animal species. 


"Bacteria can be changed in- 
trinsically by any of several fas- 
cinating new techniques that arc 
now emerging. 


"It is now possible to altar the 


herdltary constitution of bacteria 
so as to produce new types by 
what amounts to a marriage of 
different kinds, just as new vari- 
eties of dogs and wheat can be 
produced by cross breeding. 


"So far only varieties of the 
harmless colon bacillus, which 
we all have In °"r integt.nes, 


have been dealt with In this way, 
but who knows what tomorrow 
may 
bring? A relatively old 
trlcu, moreover, 
whereby ono 


kind' of pnuumococeus can bo 
changed Into another, has now 
been put on a sound chemical ba- 
sis. Such increased fundamental 
knowledge may help Biological 
War as well as public health." 
Dr. Rosebury worked In the 


United States bacterial war de 
fense preparations. He, with Dr 
Elvln A. Kabat and Martin H 
Holdt, made a study of these war 
possibilities, which was kept sec 
ret until after the war. 
"We know," he says, "that thi 


agents of biological war can 
b< 


picked out. We have found ways 
to make heaps of them, and we 
know they can bo packed Inti 
some sort of vague bombs anc 
stored safely away. 
"Perhaps this already has been 


done down Maryland way (Cam] 
Detrlck where the U. S. Chemica 
Warfare Service Is In charge o 
bacterial war studies). 


"Mayhe It has been done In a 


dozen dlffcrnt other countries. 


"If it has not been done, it may 


be done tomorow or the next 
day.

Legislative Round-Up Is Given 
Before Civitans By Rep. Mokes 


Mental illness In Texas, which Is 
Increasing annually, presents a ser- 
ious problem for the 
people 
to 
solve. Rep. George O. Nokes, Jr., 
told the CIVttans Club Thursday. 


Citing an Increase of 600 pa- 
tients per year In mental hospitals, 
the representative revealed 
the 


existence of deplorable conditions 
In state Institutions, Over-crowd- 
ing, far Inadequate facilities, build- 
ings and care, constitute the state 
legislature's Immediate problem, he 
said. 


Nokes, sptaklng on the accom- 
plishments of the last legislative 
session, listed a half-dozen or more 
outstanding problems the 
Texas 
law-makers 
attempted to solve. 
When legislators convened 
last 
January, he said, they faced these 
problems:Problems Listed 


1. State employees were far un- 
derpaid as a result of Increased liv- 
ing 
costs. Fifteen per cent pay 
boosts were granted. 


2. Schools were in poor condi- 


tion. Teachers were going tooth- 
er states where salaries were 
higher. 
Buildings were needed as 


wna better administration and a 
more efficient state operation of 
the system. 
The result was 
a 


sweeping change In the state's ed- 
ucational system by passage of 
the Gllmer-Alkln legislation. 


t. Roads were badly In need 


of attention, particularly farni- 
f-market roads. 
A permanent 


appropriation of $15,000,000 an- 
nually was m«de for this pur- 
pose, 
4 
Water laws were Inadequate 
and a short supply of water was 
looming 
for 
the 
future. 
This 
problem was tossed Into the lap 
of a commission.

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CARE OF MENTALLY ILL 


It is safe to say that thft 


states are concerned about 
the care of their mentally 
sick. Some are proceeding 
with improvements- and some 
are just beginning squarely 
to face the steadily increas- 
ing problem. New York state 
is one of those which are ad- 
vancing in this difficult mat- 
ter. Rich and highly popu- 
lated, it has power lacking 
to some of the states, but its 
density of population make.-. 
its problem especially seri- 
ous. Thirty years ago it was 
already in the lead, and it 
still keeps that relative posi- 
tion. 


Its moves, therefore, are 


worth watching. One of the 
developments recently an- 
nounced by Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey is that of a relation- 
ship between the voluntary 
hospitals and the state men- 
tal hospitals by which pa- 
tients will have preliminary 
treatment before they be- 
come state charges. Said Mr. 
Dewey: 
"There has been no half- 


way point for a person who 
is committed by a judge and 
sent off to an institution as 
insane. There should be a 
half-way mark, and a quar- 
ter-way mark." 


By this he means that 


there should be more distinc- 
tion in handling and treat- 
ment than there has been 
hitherto 
between 
curable 


cases of mental illness and 
in the incurable types which 
are named insanity. 


Another new point is ere 


ating a new interne system 
in which 200 men yearly will 
serve as internes in every 
state mental 
h o s p i t a l . 


"Those who do not stay on 
in these hospitals,"^ said the 
(-governor, "will be' able to 
take their knowledge of 
mental illness into the com- 
munities where they work." 
He called his plan his own 
brain child. 


Both these are points of 


progress. Too little is known 
about mental ills. These hun- 
dreds of young internes will 
ipread knowledge on facts. 


THE WORLD BURDEN 
There is growing unrest 


over the burden which the 
United States is carrying, 
or attempting to carry, in 
the interest of restoring the 
economy of Europe, and to 
a more limited degree of 
some other areas of trie 
world. Various reports indi- 
cate that the good results of 
the Marshall Plan and oth 
er kinds of assistance are 
slower and smaller than had 
been hoped. Great Britain 
is on the verge of a crisis de- 
spite 
the 
aid programs, 


some of the European coun- 
tries seem to get no strong 
er, and severe winter trou- 
bles are foreseen in Ger- 
many. Under such circum- 
stances it is hard to keep up 
spirit for the effort. More 
and more the question is 
heard: Why should the 
United States shoulder the 
burdens of the world? 


Perhaps the greatest pos- 


sible wisdom has not alw ys 
been used in choosing the 
form of aid to be given and 
the time and place to give it. 
That would contribute to the 
fact that the results have 
not always been as excellent 
as has been hoped. But there 
is no turning back from the 
project, no laying down of 
the burden, unless we are 
willing to toss European 
conditions beck to the turn 
of the century, and let the 
, chips fall where they may. 
We know that would not be 
a very smart thing to do 
from the American stand- 
point. 


It may sometimes be for- 


gotten that the primary goal 
'in Europe is a set of condi- 
tions under which the Euro- 
pean peoples will be ready 


live at peace and let the 


of the world do like-

HANDICAPS 


One result of the davasta- 


tion of war which can be 
placed on the credit side of 
the ledger is a new under- 
standing and treatment of 
the physically handicapped. 


Much publicity has been 


given to the care and hand- 
ling of such patients and to 
their mental and emotional 
status. Instead of turning 
away from the victim of se- 
rious injuries or addressing 
him with pity, we have learn- 
ed to face the condition 
frankly and to take it for 
granted. 
This 
helps the 


handicapped person to do 
the same. Films such as "The 
Best Years of Our Lives" 
and books like "My Fortune 
In My Hands" have done 
much 
to 
change 
public 


thought and behavior along 
these lines. 


Much of the success or 


failure of the handicapped 
individual 
depends 
upon 


his emotional approach 
to 


the problems caused by his 
condition. This mental and 
emotional state tends to be 
conditioned to a great extent. 
by the attitude of others 
The modern idea that a phy- 
sical handicap is merely one 
facet of the whole personal- 
ity is a healthy one. 


BELGIUM TODAY 


Belgians say it is due to 


hard work. Other Europeans 
lay it all to luck. But what- 
ever the reason, Belgium is 
enjoying a period of record- 
breaking prosperity. The fi- 
nancial basis of this state 
of well-being is that last 
year Belgium exported four 
million dollars' worth more 
goods than was imported. 
After paying two million to 
cover its dollar deficit, Bel- 
gium is still well in the 
black. 


Evidences of %is flourish- 


ing state are seen in large 
stocks of local and imported 
goods in the stores, crowded 
places of amusements, and 
well-dressed crowds of pe>- 
ple. The roads are full of 
American cars. 


It is indubitably true that 


the Belgians are a hard 
working people, and equal- 
ly true that they retain all 
of their colonies intact and 
have ores and minerals to of- 
fer for foreign trade. But 
many things besides luck 
and hard work enter into 
the picture. Belgium's small 
size, the character 
of the 


population, and the 
calm 


political climate all are fac 
tors. Some leveling off may 
take place as other coun- 
tries provide more active 
competition, but this low- 
land country is likely to en^ 
joy 
continued prosperity, 


barring another war. 


EXAMPLE TO AVOID 
An a l m o s t forgotten 


president was recalled at a 
recent convention of youiu 
Republicans. Rakin Lloyd 
Jones, a Tulsa, Okla., editor, 
urged his party 
to 
avoid 


"the laissez faire of Benja 
min Harrison." 


Harrison offered proof of 


the old truth that it takes 
more than ability in private 
life to make a 
successful 


president. A fine lawyer, he 
made the mistake of leaving 
legislation entirely to Con 
gross. The chief fruits were 
the Sherman Silver Purchase 
Act,, which required 
the 


Treasury to buy unwanted 
silver and reduce the supply 
of gold which backed the na- 
tion's greenbacks, and the 
McKinley Tariff Act, .which 
throttled foreign trade and 
fostered monopolies. As an 
administrator, H a r r i s o n 
lacked force. He appointed 
a reckless spendthrift .com 
missioner oi pensions, and

finally had to remove him. 
He bickered with his secre- 
tary of state, James G. 
Elaine, and finally was re- 
warded by having Blaine re- 
sign and oppose him for re- 
nomination. It took all the 
efforts of the federal office- 
holders to renominate Harri- 
son, and Cleveland defeat- 
ed him badly in November, 
1892. 


Part of his trouble lay in 


his personality. He was cold 
to a fault. The witty Speak- 
er Thomas B. Reed likened 
him to a dripping cave, and 
told a senator, "Don't think 
Harrison means to insult 
you; it is only his way." 


Certainly if the G. 0. P. 


today emulated Harrison's 
conservatism and do-nothing 
policies, it would be tempt- 
ing fate. 


FUTURE OF ETHIOPIA 
New railroads 
and oil 


wells are said to be the keys 
to the future prosperity ol 
Ethiopia. Among the allies 
in the recent war, Ethiopia 
has strongest ties w i t h 
France and 
the 
United 


States. An American oil com- 
pany is spending millions ot 
dollars in an effort to locate 
the same oil-bearing strata 
which supply productive 
wells in Saudi Arabia, Iraq, 
and Iran. Much oil is needed 
for private transportation in 
Ethiopia, over roads built 
during the Italian occupa- 
tion. French and American 
interests 
are 
expected to 


work together in 
develop- 


ing three hundreds miles of 
railroad. 


A productive and pros- 


perous future for Ethiopia is 
one angle of the movement 
to develop African resour- 
ces so that the immense pos- 
sibilities there may be real- 
ized. Not only Africa 
will 


profit, but the world as a 
whole. 


PICKETING VICE 


The Women's 
Citizens 


Committee of Gary, Ind., at-

Cottonseed Oil 
Prices Declared 
Not Manipulated 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11,—W— 


The government reported today it 
had found no evidence of efforts 
to manipulate prices of cottonseed 
oil during a period of sharp fluc- 
tuations on futures commodity mar- 
kets in 1947 and 1948. 


Announcing results of an investi- 


gation, the Commodity Exchange 
Authority (CEA) said competitive 
efforts of traders, to obtain scarce 
supplies to fulfill their contract ne- 
gotiations threw futures prices out 
of line. 


"There is no evidence," the agen- 
cy said, "that these efforts were 
planned for the purpose of manip- 
ulating prices, in violation of the 
Commodity Exchange Act." 


The CEA said the experience of 


the cottonseed market during the 
period-of short supply 
"suggests 
that consideration be given to the 
poslblllty of broadening the pres- 
ent cottonseed oil futures contracts 
in order that a larger port of the 
industry may be able to utilize it 
as a better means of.price protec- 
tion." 


• It said the tingle grade of refined 
oil which may be delivered makes 
futures contracts too narrow for 
effective use of the market by vari- 
ous types of .traders. The' addition 
of other deliverable types of oil, 
it said, would be a means of broad- 
ening the market

how often they are wrong, how 
frequently they fall to announce 
the coming of events which are 
about to' explode under 
their 


noses. Kellrlon and History.. 


For the believer In God and the 
Bible, the religious Interpretation 
of history still holds good. 
De- 
spite a noisy atheism and agnosti- 
cism, the great mass of people to- 
day have high regard for 
the 


claims of religious faith. 
They 
believe that God, who delivered 
Israel by a high hand from Egyp- 
tian slavery, Is still ruling the 
world, and that He is concerned 
for the well-being 
of 
mttions 


which honor Him. There is ev- 
erywhere an inarticulate expecta- 
tion that God will intervene In 
our times. 
Our present domestic 


•vnd world problems are a clear call 
to all perachers and teachers of 
the Bible to search out and pro- 
claim the will of God. 
The Jews, since the beginning of 


time, have Interpreted history in 
terms of the sovereignty of God. 
The whole world looks on with re- 
spect today as Jews the world 
over, on certain days and at cer- 
tain seasons, hold their high festi- 
vals, chiefly designed to praise 
God who has guided thelm in their 
tumultuous pilgrimage along tse 
highway of history. 


Three words stand out In the 


Sunday school lesson this week. 
The first Is "festival." The three 
Psalms designated for study are 
known as festival Psalms. 
They 
were sung at seasons of remcm 
brance and thanksgiving 
when 


God's goodness to the Jewish na- 
tion was extolled. 
Chief among 


such festivals, of course, was the 
Feast of the Passover, the oldest 
ordinance of continuous observ 
nnce In the world. Nine plagues 
having aflled to stir Pharoah's 
hard heart, the final and effect- 
ive one was decreed—the slaying 
of- the first-born of all families 
and cattle in Egypt As * mark 
of exemption, the Israelites were 
to' sprinkle upon the doorposts of 
their houses the blood of the lamb 
or kid with which they celebrated 
the Passover Supper. Seeing this 
tne angel of destruction would pass 
over. 


Antiquity Serve* Today. 


But the Passover is only one of 
number of such, festivals observ- 


ed to this day among the Jews. 
Some of these- have'become' the 
basis of Chrdlstlon 
observances 
also. -Pentecost la a familiar word 
in the ears of Chrlstalans for it 
recalls the founding of the Chris- 
talon' church on that day. 
The 
Feast of Ingathering has been In 
a measure 
re-adapted 
In our 


Thanksgiving 
Day 
celebration. 


The Passover was dlflnttely util- 
ized by Jesus in the establishing 
of what has become known *s 
the Lord's Supper, 


The second word which domi- 
nates this week's Sunday 
school 


lesson Is "foretelling." 
The 118th 


Psalm, In particular, alludes 
to 


many circumstances which 
were 


fulfilled In the life and ministry 
of Jesus. 
"I shall not die but 


lice," reminds up of the resurrec- 
tion. 
"Open to me the gates of 
righteousness" was 
undoubtedly 


chanted by the enthusiastic follow- 
ers of Jesus as he rode trium- 
phantly Into Jerusalem. From this 
Psnlm comes the word "hosanna,1

Chapel pupils to the city schools 
lere was protested unsuccessfully 
Tuesday by Corslcana schools Su- 
icrintondent W. H. Norwood, who 
appeared before the county Board 
of Education. 


The board met to consider trans- 


fer and hear the protest. 
Pointing out that some 660 out- 


of-town students have, In recent 
years, 
crowded 
the 
Corslcana 


school system, Norwood said the 
local school board feels that "We 
cant' make provisions to 
take 
care of them unless they become 
a part of the Corslcana district." 
So far. all adjoining areas ex- 
cept Petty's Chapel have been an- 
nexed to the Corsicana district 
and will "share and share alike," 
receiving the same advantages of 
city students, Norwood explained, 


Petty's Chapel opposed consoli- 


dation with Corslcana but a dozen 
white students and about 35 ne- 
groes have made eppllcations for 
transfers to Corslcana. Most of 
the negro students, although In 
the Petty's Chapel school district, 
are residing within the city lim- 
its. 


Norwood 
and 
the 
Corslcana 


school board "forewarned" that 
they would protest any transfers 
from an adjoining area that was 
not made a part of the local dis- 
trict. 
"We can't say to one, 'yes you 
can' and to another, 'no you ca t'," 
Norwood said. 
The superintendent emphasized 
that the Corslcana Board 
was 
"not against the children." The 
board simply feels that everyone 
would be treated alike, he Indicated, 
The county board, after hear- 


ing Norwood, approved the Petty's 
Chapel transfers. They expressed

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.-W- 


The agriculture department 
to- 
day 
forecast this year's 
corn 


crop at 3,538,257,000 bushels and 
the wheat crop at 
1,131,830,000 


bushels, as of Aug. 1. 


For corn, this was an increase 


of 3,072,000 bushels from 3,530,- 
185,000 forecast a month ago. It 
compares with lest year's record 
of 3,650,548,000 and the ten-year 
(1937-47) average of 2,787,628,000. 


In the case of wheat, this was 
a decrease of 56,880,000; bushels 
from 
the 1,188,690,000 predicted 
a month ago. It compares also 
with 1,288,406,000 last year and a 
ten-year average^ of 991,950,000.
